Mukasey Reopens Spy Probe 


New attorney general to investigate eavesdropping program 


WASHINGTON I The Justice Department has 
reopened along-dormant inquiry into the gov- 
ernment’s warrantless wiretapping program, 
a major policy shift only days into the tenure 
of Attorney General Michael Mukasey. 

The investigation by the department’s 
Office of Professional Responsibility was 
shut down last year, after the investigators 
were denied security clearances. Gonzales 
told Congress that President Bush, not he, 
denied the clearances. 


“We recently received the necessary security 
clearances and are now able to proceed with 
our investigation,” H. Marshall Jarrett, counsel 
for the OPR, wrote to Rep. Maurice Hinchey, 
D-N.Y. A copy of the letter, dated Tuesday, was 
obtained by The Associated Press. 

Hinchey and other Democrats have long 
sought an investigation into the spying pro- 
gram to see if it complies with the law. Efforts 
to investigate the program have been rebuffed 
by the Bush administration. 


The investigation 
“will focus on whether 
the DOJ attorneys who 
were involved complied 
with their ethical obliga- 
tions of providing compe- 
tent legal advice to their 
client and of adhering to 
their duty of candor to the 
court. Because this matter involves a pend- 
ing inquiry, I can’t comment further,” Justice 
Department spokesman Brian Roehrkasse 
said in a statement, devlin barrett (ap)

NEW YORK I An unarmed, mentally 
ill teenager could be heard yelling, 
“I’ve got a gun ! ” in a 911 call made by 
his mother before police arrived and 
killed him in a 20 -bullet barrage, 
according to a transcript of the call 
released by police Tuesday.

NEW ALBANY, IND. | President Bush, 
escalating his budget battle with 
Congress, on Tuesday vetoed a 
spending measure for health and 
education programs prized by con- 
gressional Democrats. 

He also signed a big increase 
in the Pentagon’s non-war budget, 
although the White House com- 
plained it contained “some unnec- 
essary spending.” 

The White House said the 
$606 billion education and health 
measure was loaded with 2,000 ear- 
marks — lawmaker-sponsored 
projects that critics call pork-bar- 
rel spending — which Bush wants 
stripped from the bill. 

Bush hammered Democrats for

what he called a tax-and-spend phi- 
losophy. 

“The Congress now sitting in 
Washington holds this philoso- 
phy,” Bush said on Tuesday. “The 
majority was elected on a pledge of 
fiscal responsibility, but so far it’s 
acting like a teenager with a new 
credit card.” 

The House fell three votes short 
of winning a veto -proof margin 
when it sent the spending mea- 
sure to Bush. 

Rep. David Obey, the Democratic 
chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, pounced imme- 
diately on Bush’s veto. 

“This is a bipartisan bill sup- 
ported by over 50 Republicans,” 
Obey said. “There has been virtu- 
ally no criticism of its contents. It 
is clear the only reason the presi- 
dent vetoed this bill is pure politics.”

Report: War Costs Total $1.6 Trillion 


White House claims 
report from Dems is 
politically motivated 

WASHINGTON! The economic costs 
of the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 
are estimated to total $1.6 trillion 
— roughly double the amount the 
White House has requested thus 
far, according to a new report by 
Democrats on Congress’ Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee. 


COMBAT RATES 

The report estimates total 
economic costs of $1.3 trillion for 
the period from 2002 to 2008 for 
justthe Iraq war. 

Futureeconomiccostsfrom 
the wars would be much high- 
er, according tothe report. Itesti- 
matesthatthe conflicts in Iraq 
and Afghanistan would cost $3.5 
trillion between 2003 and 2017. 


The report, released Tuesday, 
attempted to put a price tag on the 
two conflicts, including “hidden” 
costs such as interest payments on 
the money borrowed to pay for the 
wars, lost investment, the expense 
of long-term health care for injured 
veterans and the cost of oil market 
disruptions. 

The $1.6 trillion figure, for the 
period from 2002 to 2008, trans- 
lates into a cost of $20,900 for a 
family of four, the report said. 


The report, from the commit- 
tee’s Democratic majority, was not 
vetted with Republican members. 
The White House countered that the 
report was politically motivated. 

“This report was put out by Dem- 
ocrats on Capitol Hill. This commit- 
tee is known for being partisan and 
political. They did not consult or 
cooperate with the Republicans on 
the committee. And so I think it is 
an attempt to muddy the waters on 
what has been some positive devel- 
opments being reported out of Iraq,” 
said White House press secretary

Dems Threaten War Fund 


Reid says party won’t 
OK money unless Iraq 
troop withdrawal starts 

WASHINGTON | Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid said Tuesday 
that Democrats won’t approve 
more money for the Iraq war this 
year unless President Bush agrees 
to begin bringing troops home. 

By the end of the week, the 
House and Senate plan to vote on 
a $50 billion measure for operations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. The bill 
would require Bush to initiate troop 
withdrawals immediately with the 
goal of ending combat by Decem- 


ber 2008. 

If Bush 
vetoes the bill, 

“then the presi- 
dent won’t get 
his $50 billion,” 

Reid, D-Nev., 
told reporters 
at a Capitol Hill 
news conference. 

The tough rhetoric does not nec- 
essarily foretell another veto show- 
down with Bush on the war. Similar 
legislation has routinely fallen short 
of the 60 votes needed to overcome 
procedural hurdles in the Senate. 
It is possible the upcoming bill 
will sink, in which case Demo- 


crats would probably wait until 
next year to revisit the issue. 

But their remarks reflect an 
emerging Democratic strategy on 
the war: Force congressional Repub- 
licans and Bush to accept a time- 
table for troop withdrawals, or turn 
Pentagon accounting processes into 
a bureaucratic nightmare. 

If Democrats refuse to send 
Bush the $50 billion, the mili- 
tary would have to drain its annu- 
al budget to keep the wars afloat. 
Forcing the Pentagon into a pain- 
ful budget dance spares Demo- 
crats from having to write a blank 
check for the unpopular Iraq war.

Her call, which could see Pak- 
istan’s two main opposition par- 
ties joining, raised a new threat 
for Musharraf, a key U.S. ally who 
faces growing pressure at home and 
abroad to end emergency rule and 
restore democracy. 

It further complicated matters 
for Washington, which has criti- 


cized Musharraf’s recent crack- 
down on dissent but sees him as 
a dependable partner in the fight 
against al- Qaeda. 

A senior U.S. envoy headed to 
Pakistan was expected to reiterate 
the U.S. calls for an end to emer- 
gency rule, which has led to thou- 
sands of arrests and a clampdown 
on the media. 

The White House said it still 
hoped Pakistan’s “moderate ele- 
ments” could unite, but Bhutto 
said she would no longer try to 
work with Musharraf. 


“The international community 
needs to decide whether it will go 
with one man or the people of Paki- 
stan,” Bhutto said by telephone from 
the house where she is being held 
in the city of Lahore. 

Musharraf has defended emer- 
gency rule as needed to curb politi- 
cal unrest that he says is hamper- 
ing the government’s fight against 
Taliban- and al- Qaeda-linked mil- 
itants, who have been gaining the 
upper hand in the country’s north- 
west along the border with Afghani- 
stan.

Turks Fire on Kurd Villages in Iraq 


No casualties reported 
in attack meant to 
force rebels out of area 

SULAIMANIYAH, IRAQ | Turkish heli- 
copters swooped into Iraqi territory 
Tuesday, Iraqi officials said, firing 
on villages in renewed pressure to 
dislodge Turkish Kurd guerrillas 
from bases in northern Iraq. 

The helicopter attack was the 
first major Turkish action against 
the rebels since Turkish Prime 
Minister Recep Tayyip Erdo- 
gan met with President Bush in 
Washington on Nov. 5. Turkey has 
demanded that the U.S. and Iraq 
crack down on guerrillas operating 
from Iraqi territory and has massed 
tens of thousands of soldiers along 
the border with Iraq. 

The U.S. and Iraq have urged

Turkey to avoid a large-scale attack 
on rebel bases in northern Iraq, 
fearing such an operation would 
destabilize what has been the calm- 
est region in the country. 

A spokesman for the Iraqi 
Kurd regional administration, 
Jamal Abdullah, denied the heli- 
copter attack report but said two 
Turkish warplanes dropped flares 
Monday in the mountains near the 
Iraqi Kurd town of Zakhu. 

But Col. Hussein Tamir, an 
Iraqi army officer, said the heli- 
copters opened fire before dawn 
on abandoned villages northeast 
of Zakhu. There were no casual- 
ties, he said. 

Near the southeastern Turk- 
ish city of Sirnak, four soldiers 
were killed in a clash with rebels. 
Defense Minister Vecdi Gonul said.

Lawmaker Is 
Among 3 Killed 
In Manila Blast 

MANILA, PHILIPPINES I A bomb 
exploded outside the House of Rep- 
resentatives late Tuesday, killing a 
former Muslim rebel -turned- con- 
gressman who had backed a U.S.- 
Philippine offensive against Islamic 
militants. A lawmaker’s driver and 
a legislative staffer also died. 

The remotely detonated bomb 
damaged the building and cars, and 
injured seven, including two con- 
gresswomen. Their injuries were 
not life-threatening. Interior Sec- 
retary Ronaldo Puno said the target 
appeared to be Rep. Wahab Akbar, 
a former rebel who as governor of 
the southern Basilan province gave 
his support to military operations 
against al- Qaeda-linked Abu Sayy- 
af guerrillas. Akbar died of wounds 
in a hospital, police said, (ap)

HAGERSTOWN, MD. | A two- Star gen- 
eral who was fired as the head of 
Walter Reed Army Medical Center 
amid revelations about poor care 
of wounded soldiers will oversee 
U.S. biological weapons defense 
research as commander of Fort 
Detrick in Frederick, the Defense 
Department said. 

Maj. Gen. George W. Weight- 


man, a physician who works in 
the Army surgeon general’s office 
in Falls Church, Va., will command 
both Fort Detrick and the U.S. Army 
Medical Research and Materiel 
Command headquartered there, 
according to a Defense Department 
press release. He replaces Col. Jon- 
athan Jaffin, Fort Detrick’s acting 
commander since March 3. 

“The way Walter Reed turned 
out should be a career killer,” Paul 
Rieckhoff, executive director of 
Iraq and Afghanistan Veterans of 
America said. 


“If Weightman’s getting a second 
chance here, I think the Army needs 
to explain why the turnaround hap- 
pened.” 

WhenWeight- 
man was fired 
from Walter 
Reed, the Army 
said senior lead- 
ers “had lost trust 
and confidence” 
in his leadership 
abilities to fix the problems there. 

The Pentagon has recently taken 
a softer tone in public remarks about 


the scandal. 

In September, the top Pentagon 
health officer.

NEW YORK I Wall Street shot high- 
er Tuesday, lifting the Dow Jones 
industrials nearly 320 points 
after reassuring news from Gold- 
man Sachs Group Inc. and Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc. quelled some of 
the market’s worst fears about the 
credit crisis and the economy. 

A plunge in the price of oil 
gave investors further incentive 
to buy. 

Goldman Sachs heartened inves- 
tors with word that it didn’t expect 
a significant hit from the subprime 


mortgage turmoil. 

Goldman Chief Executive Lloyd 
Blankfein, speaking at a conference 
held by Merrill Lynch & Co., said the 
bank has a short position in the sub- 
prime mortgage market and won’t 
be taking any significant charges to 
write off losses. 

Goldman’s news helped offset 
an announcement from Bank of 
America Inc., which joined other 
big financial companies, includ- 
ing Citigroup Inc. and Mer- 
rill Lynch, that have recently 
revealed heavy writedowns from 
soured mortgages; BofA said it 
will record $3 billion in pretax 
writedowns in the fourth quarter.

“Parents can 
sound overly demanding, and you will 
want to establish a good relationship 
with the school,” says Georgia Irvin, 
an independent education consultant 
and former admission director. 

If your tour guide is a current stu- 
dent or parent, you might wish to ask 
questions such as: “Where else did 
you apply?” “Why did you choose this 
school?” and “If you could change 
something about this school, what 
would it be? Why?” 

Even when an open house is 
crowded and busy, you might hap- 
pen to luck into a conversation that 
provides important clues about a 
school. For example, a teacher may 
give hints about faculty morale, or a 
student might comment on the social 
climate. In fact, you may learn more 
from informal conversations than from 
organized presentations. 

In-depth questions are often best 
saved for a personal tour or interview, 
but you might meet a faculty member

Observe Classes 

Open houses are optional. An alter- 
native is to call and ask about tours 
or other ways to visit. 

After your initial explorations, 
you may want to take a close look at 
selected schools by observing class- 
es in session. If that’s not possible 
in the fall, you can return for an in- 
depth visit after your child has been 
admitted. 

Watch how students interact with 
one another and with the teachers. 
Is there an atmosphere of respect? 


Comfort? Enthusiasm? Note the gen- 
eral mood in the hallways, on the 
playground, at lunch or at a sports 
practice. 

Spend at least five minutes in a 
classroom. Do students seem engaged 
and on task? Are all students involved 
in the lesson or activity? 

At the preschool and the primary 
grade levels, look for flexible, creative 
teachers who will be sensitive to your 
child’s needs and provide appropriate 
amounts of structure and challenge. 
Try to observe the playground long 
enough to see how disputes among 
children are resolved. Do teachers 
try to help the children work out 
their differences without anyone 
getting hurt? 

In the middle grades, your child 
may need structure without too much 
rigidity. Find out how students acquire 
the organizational skills needed for 
success in high school. Also ask how 
the school helps students deal with 
cliques and bullying. 

When visiting a high school with 
your son or daughter, try not to 
embarrass your child by asking too 
many questions, warns education con - 
sultant Georgia Irvin. “Taking a tour 
together is especially difficult with 
an eighth grader [applying for ninth 
grade] ,” she says. “You can ask ques- 
tions once your child is admitted.” 

Irvin and her associate Pamela 
Tedesche offer these tips for stu- 


dents visiting a prospective high 
school: Check the dress code, and 
dress accordingly: don’t chew gum; 
if you have a cell phone, turn it off; 
and try not to slouch. 

The Truth 
About Homework 

Is homework simply a fact of life? 
Advocates say it supports the activ- 
ities that matter most in education: 
independent reading, thoughtful writ- 
ing and research projects. Others say 
kids are getting too much homework, 
which leads to too much stress, con- 
flict, frustration and exhaustion. 

“Widespread assumptions about 
the benefits of homework— higher 
achievement and the promotion of 
such virtues as self-discipline and 
responsibility— aren’t substantiat- 
ed by the available evidence,” says 
Alfie Kohn in his book. The Homework 
Myth: Why Our Kids Get Too Much of 
a Bad Thing. 

“There is no conclusive evidence 
that homework increases student 
achievement across the board,” 
says a report from the National 
School Boards Association’s Center 
for Public Education. Some studies 
show that older students gain more 
academic benefits from homework 
than younger students do. And one 
study found that it may boost the 
performance of Asian students more 
than it helps students of other ethnic! - 


ties. Low- income students may have 
fewer resources for doing homework 
and receive less assistance than stu- 
dents with greater means, which may 
affect students’ ability to complete 
their home work. 

In the early grades, homework 
might help a child learn the impor- 
tance of taking responsibility, man- 
aging time, developing study habits 
and sticking with a task. But too much 
homework may decrease its value. 
One study found that one to two hours 
per night is optimum for high school 
students and that middle school stu- 
dents benefit from having less than 
an hour’s worth per night. 

What to Ask 

It can be hard to predict how much 
time your child will need to spend on 
homework at a new school, because 
the same assignment might take one 
student 20 minutes and another stu- 
dent more than an hour to complete. 
Education consultant Georgia Irvin 
recommends asking your child’s 
prospective school, (1) “What is the 
school’s philosophy regarding home- 
work?” and (2) “How much homework 
can the average student expect at 
each grade level?” 

High school students can often 
expect a half-hour’s worth of home- 
work per course most nights, and up 
to 45 minutes for an honors course, 
says Clare Anderson of The School 


Counseling Group. 

The transition from sixth grade to 
seventh often brings a jump in home- 
work, so organization skills become 
crucial. “It’s hard to learn organiza- 
tion,” says Anderson. You can help a 
disorganized child develop a system 
for tackling homework and find out 
what support the school can provide. 
Anderson also suggests talking with 
current parents about the effective- 
ness of a prospective school’s advi- 
sory program. Some children need a 
schedule that allows for homework 
time during the school day, such as 
a study hall period, extra help from a 
teacher, or a study period after classes 
end, before sports practice. 

But the nature of a homework 
assignment can be even more 
important than how long it takes. 
“The subtle part is how sophisticat- 
ed is it and how fast is the class mov- 
ing,” says Irvin. For a six year old, find- 
ing 40 acorns and dividing them into 
groups of 10 is very different from 
completing a series of routine math 
worksheets.

Of an Island 


When the weather is 
frightful, Caribbean 
trips can be delightful 

DESTINATIONS I Itwas early on our 
first morning here as we stepped 
onto the hotel room terrace to see 
clear blue, cloudless sky. 

The only sounds were ripples 
of the water from the Simpson 
Bay lagoon below and the chirp- 
ing of the birds. Blackbirds in the 
palm trees. Tiny goldfinches flit- 
ting among the bougainvillea and 
hibiscus shrubs. 

It was only afour-hour flight from 
New York airports, but it was already 
about 60 degrees warmer than the 
place we left the day before. 

There are about 7,000 islands in 
the Caribbean, arcing south- south- 
east from below Florida to near the 


coast of Venezuela. Many are islets 
and uninhabited reefs, but that still 
leaves quite a choice. 

We have visited some — St. 
Thomas, Nassau in the Baha- 
mas, Curacao — and had no com- 
plaints with any. All have the allure 
of bright sun, white sands and sig- 
nature blue-green waters.

Martin/St. Maarten, coming back 
six or seven times. 

It is an unusual, if not unique 
place, as its twin names would 
indicate.

Most of the visitors are French, 
enjoying their country’s gener- 
ous vacation time, much of it in 
December.

TRAVEL I The old dog is getting a 
new look. 

Greyhound Lines Inc. says it 
has spent $60 million over the 
past three years to freshen up its 
fleet of 1,250 buses and its largest 
terminals. 

Next, the company plans an 
advertising campaign designed to 
bring back former customers and 
attract new riders between 18 and 
24, and Hispanics. 

Greyhound officials say the 
makeover is part of an upgrade 
that began in 2004, when the 
company eliminated many small- 
town stops and routes to speed up 
service between larger cities. 

Patty Herbeck, Greyhound’s 
director of marketing, said the 
company has refurbished more 
than 900 buses with new seats 
and paint jobs and spruced up 125 
of its roughly 940 terminals by 
repainting, renovating restrooms 
and adding plasma- screen TVs in 
waiting areas. 

Ridership declined after Grey- 
hound eliminated about 1,000 
destinations in 2004, although 
a spokeswoman said sales are up

15 to 20 percent on the remaining 
routes. The company said it carried 
19 million passengers last year and 
had sales of $1.2 billion. 

Greyhound hasn’t launched a 
major national advertising cam- 
paign in years.

“But when you’re 93 years old, you 
have to remind people who you are

Sabathia Takes AL Cy Young Award 


Pitcher bests Beekett 
to beeome the first 
Indian to win since 72 

BASEBALL I C.C. Sabathia won the 
AL Cy Young Award on Tuesday, 
beating out several worthy contend- 
ers by a comfortable margin and 
becoming the first Cleveland pitcher 
in 35 years to earn the honor. 

The Indians ace received 19 of 
28 first-place votes and finished 
with 119 points in balloting by 
the Baseball Writers’ Association 


of America. Boston’s Josh Beckett 
was second with eight first-place 
votes and 86 points, while John 
Lackey of the Los Angeles Angels 
got the other first-place vote and 
came in third. Cleveland’s Fausto 
Carmona was fourth. 

“I was excited. My family and 
everybody were around,” Sabathia 
said on a conference call from his 
home in California. “I was surprised. 
Beckett had a great year and an even 
better postseason.” 

Sabathia went 19-7 with a 3.21 
ERA and 209 strikeouts, pitching

a major league -high 241 innings. 
Beckett (20-7) became the only 
big league pitcher to win 20 games 
since 2005, compiling a 3.27 ERA 
in 200 2/3 innings. Lackey led the 
AL in ERA at 3.01, going 19-9 and 
tossing 224 innings. Carmona was 
19-8 with a 3.06 ERA. 

Voting took place before the 
postseason, when Sabathia strug- 
gled while Beckett pitched the 
Red Sox to a World Series cham- 
pionship with a string of dominant 
outings. 

“I did look at a few numbers,” 


Sabathia said. “I definitely thought 
that Beckett — it could have went 
either way. I’m just happy and 
thankful that it went my way.” 

The only other Cleveland pitcher 
to win the award was Hall of Earner 
Gaylord Perry in 1972. Now that he 
has one, Sabathia plans to display 
his trophy prominently at home. 

“I’ll probably keep it out. I’m 
sitting in my office right now. I’m 
looking for a spot. I’ll probably put 
it right here,” he said. 

Sabathia is the first black pitch- 
er to win a Cy Young Award since 
Dwight Gooden of the New York 
Mets in 1985 — and the first in the 
AL since Oakland’s Vida Blue in

Even though he’s in the Hall of 
Fame, Redskins coach Joe Gibbs has 


recently struggled with that type of 
game management test. 

The coach was very much on 
the defensive Monday as he faced 
a grilling over the 13th blown half- 
time lead in the 334 years of Gibbs 11. 
The 33-25 loss to the Philadelphia 
Eagles had problems that usually go 
directly to the coach: burned early 
timeouts, costly penalties and ques- 
tionable game management.

N F L I Suspended NFL player Adam 
“Pacman” Jones is expected to take 
a plea deal that will get him proba- 
tion in return for testimony about a 
Las Vegas strip club triple shooting, 
his lawyer said Tuesday. 

The Tennessee Titans corner- 
back intends to plead no contest 
to one charge of conspiracy to com- 
mit disorderly conduct, a gross mis- 
demeanor, in return for a promise 
to suspend a sentence of one year 
in county jail, according to a writ- 
ten plea agreement obtained by The 
Associated Press. 

“We have a deal,” Clark County 
prosecutor Victoria Villegas said. “I 
can’t talk about the negotiations until 
it’s actually filed with the court.” 

Jones’ attorney, Robert Lang- 
ford, was scheduled to appear 
in court Tuesday to inform Las 
Vegas Justice of the Peace Tony 
Abbatangelo of the plea, but the 
hearing abruptly was rescheduled 
for Thursday. 

“He has agreed to testify in what- 
ever hearings come up regarding the 
shooter,” Langford said. Jones, who 
was not expected to attend Tues- 
day’s hearing, would not be sen- 
tenced until after testifying, he

True Tale of 
‘Romance’ 


John Turturro’s 
offbeat film finally 
gets its 15 minutes 

WACKY I Early in John Turturro’s 
film “Romance & Cigarettes,” the 
main character, played by James 
Gandolfini, exits his ramshackle 
house after a drag- out fight with 
his wife. 

The actor, evoking the indeli- 
ble Tony Soprano, looks as though 
he’s about to explode on-screen 
yet again. Instead, he gracefully 
descends the porch stairs, break- 
ing wistfully into Engelbert Hum- 
perdinck’s “Lonely Is a Man With- 
out Love” as dancing garbage men 
surround him. 

It’s at this moment that audi- 
ences realize they’re in for some- 
thing different with “Romance & 
Cigarettes.” 

“It takes a little while,” says 
Gandolfini, imagining puzzled 
audience members. “They’re all 
like dogs going, ‘Huh?’” 

Moviegoers almost didn’t get 
the chance. Though Turturro’s 
first two directing efforts (I992’s 
“Mac” and 1998’s “Illuminata”) drew 
accolades, “Romance & Cigarettes” 
was the luckless orphan of corpo- 


rate shuffling. 

“Romance” was to have been 
released theatrically by United Art- 
ists, but when a group led by Sony 
Corp. acquired Metro -Goldwyn- 
Mayer, the films at UA (an MGM 
subsidiary) were reevaluated. 
Without so much as a test screen- 
ing, the $11 million “Romance & 
Cigarettes” was shelved — despite 
a cast that includes Susan Saran- 
don, Kate Winslet, Steve Busce- 
mi, Christopher Walken, Mandy 
Moore, Mary-Louise Parker and 
Elaine Stritch. 

The “working-class opera” — as 
Turturro calls it — isn’t for every- 
one. But the surreal film has found 
positive reviews and kept audienc- 
es laughing in astonishment at the 
romance of its lewd characters. 

With the help of some friends, 
Turturro is now releasing the film 
himself, more than two years after it 
was finished. Joel and Ethan Coen 
are executive producers. Adam 
Sandler helped persuade the stu- 
dio to allow Turturro to release it 
himself. 

After a successful opening run at 
New York’s Film Forum, “Romance 
& Cigarettes” has expanded to cities 
including San Francisco and Wash- 
ington, D.C. JAKE COYLE (AP) 
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CLOSE CALL: Despite “Damages’” mediocre ratings, FX announced Monday that it 
had ordered an additional two seasons of the Glenn Close legal thriller. Execs hope to 
drive more viewers to the program through DVD sales and award nominations.

Foreclosures are 
turning communities 
into havens for crime 

Eighty-five bungalows dot the 
cul-de-sac that joins West Ontar- 
io Avenue and East Ontario Ave- 
nue in Atlanta. Twenty-two are 
vacant, victims of mortgage fraud 
and foreclosure. Now house fires, 
prostitution, vandals and burglar- 
ies terrorize the residents left in this 
historic neighborhood called West- 
view Village. 

“It’s created a safety hazard. And 
if we have to sell our house tomor- 
row, we’re out of luck,” said resident 
Scott Smith. “Real estate agents say 


to me We’re not redlining you, but I 
tell my clients to think twice about 
buying here.’” 

As defaults surge on mortgages 
made to borrowers with spotty cred- 
it and adjustable-rate loans, more 
people are noticing that their neigh- 
bors are caught up in the meltdown. 
Their misfortunes are haunting those 
left living on the same streets. The 
effects aren’t confined to just low- 
income or redeveloping communi- 
ties; they are seeping into middle - 
class neighborhoods and brand-new 
developments, too. 

Smith, vice president of West- 
view Community Organization Inc., 
keeps a map of the area, tracking 
each vacant property and notify- 
ing local officials when nefarious 
activity is suspected. 

Georgia has the eighth-high- 
est foreclosure rate in the nation. 
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one filing for every 142 households, 
according to a third- quarter report 
from foreclosure tracker RealtyTrac 
Inc. Nevada has the worst foreclo- 
sure rate, with one filing in every 
6l households, while the nation- 
wide rate is one filing for every 
196 households. 

“They’ve seen a lot of prostitu- 
tion in the area, vagrants wandering 


in and out of the empty houses and 
drug activity,” said Officer Dakarta 
Richardson of the Atlanta Police 
Department. “Some people that I 
talked to are afraid to walk out of 
their homes at night.” 

Some other people in the area 
have been affected by break-ins, 
and there have been house fires in 
several of the vacant homes in the 


past year, Richardson said. 

The rise in crime in Westview 
is typical of a neighborhood strug- 
gling with numerous foreclosures, 
according to a recent study by Dan 
Immergluck of the Georgia Institute 
of Technology in Atlanta and Geoff 
Smith of the Woodstock Institute 
in Chicago. 

That study showed that when 
the foreclosure rate increases 
1 percentage point, neighborhood 
violent crime rises 2.33 percent. 

“The key here is the concentra- 
tion of those foreclosures at a neigh- 
borhood level. When you have more 
than one foreclosure in a few-block 
area, that’s when you start to think 
about the effects on property values 
and the effects on crime,” Immer- 
gluck said. 

Historically the most affected 
areas were lower-income and were 
prone to subprime and predatory 
lending, irresponsible house flip- 
ping and mortgage fraud, Immer- 
gluck said. 

However, “the problem now is on 
a different scale,” he said. “It’s affect- 
ing a lot more suburban, moderate- 
income places” as more people of 
different incomes default on riskier

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Living Christmas 
trees can be planted 
after the holiday ends 

If you’re dreaming of a green 
Christmas, you can start with a 
living Christmas tree. 

Haul it home, decorate it, stack 
presents beneath it, celebrate 
around it and then — rather than 
dragging it to the curb with the dis- 
carded wrapping paper — place it 
into a hole in the yard and enjoy it 
as part of the landscape for many 
holidays to come. 

Living Christmas trees made 
up a very small percentage of the 
28.6 million real trees sold last year, 
said Rick Dungey, public relations 
manager for the National Christ- 
mas Tree Association in Ches- 
terfield, Mo. Although the group 
doesn’t keep specific data on liv- 
ing trees, Dungey said the trees are 
more popular in warm areas, where 
they seem to survive better. 


The relatively few nursery oper- 
ators who sell live trees generally 
market them as “b&b” (with the 


roots balled and burlapped) or in 
pots, Dungey said.

in tubs sunk into the ground on 
the Christmas tree farms. Rather 
than get a mechanical digger and 
excavate a big root ball, they just 
haul up the container,” he said. 
“Balled-and-burlapped variet- 
ies have a bit better survivability, 
but they’re bulky and a real load 
to handle.” 

Steve Mannhard, owner of Fish 
River Trees, a45-acre choose-and- 
cut operation near Summerdale, 
Ala., says he gets a lot of repeat 
business for living trees from cus- 
tomers who plant them in their yard 
or donate them to churches, schools 
or neighbors. Live Christmas trees 
are cleaner and safer than the pre- 


cut varieties when watered prop- 
erly, he said. 

“They will eliminate a lot of 
the mess or the needle drop you 
have with cut trees. People will 
tolerate that, but they’re not crazy 
about it,” he says. “And the green- 
ery on a living tree won’t burn. 
It’s like putting lights on an out- 
door tree.” 

Living trees cost about as much 
as the precut versions if customers 
are willing to drive to Mannhard ’s 
farm to pick them up. Prices for the 
balled and burlapped varieties are 
similar. 

“White pines sell here for $50 to 
$60,” said David Daniken, owner 
of Daniken Tree Farms in Poca- 
hontas, 111. “Norway spruce go for 
$70 to $75.” 

Mannhard said his customers 
are planting the trees together as a 
post- Christmas family event. 

“Children are getting trees 
named after them. That will be a 
strong emotional tug for those chil- 
dren after they grow up to go back 
and look at that tree and remem- 
ber when their parents, grandpar- 
ents and themselves put it there,” 
he said. 

And the symbolism can hit home 
as soon as Easter: “When a tree is 
planted after the holidays and it 
begins to grow again in the spring, 
it becomes a symbol of rebirth.”

wasn’t as dull as a farm bill hear- 
ing. “I don’t see why politics can’t 
be talked about among girlfriends 
over Cosmopolitans,” she said. 

But that was before Cosby dis- 
covered Ladies Who Launch, a 
networking group that supports 
and educates women looking to 
start their own businesses. She 
knew she wanted to write either 
lifestyle or commentary-type 
pieces about politics, and the 
group helped her decide to do so 
as a blogger. After going through 
an “incubator” at LWL, a sort- of 
guinea pig experience in which she 
shared her ideas with other mem- 
bers to get feedback and input, 
Cosby started the almost- daily 
political blog PoliChicks Online, 
the “It Girl’s Guide to Politics” 
(Polichicksonline.com) . 

Posting everything from blurbs 
on Jenna Bush’s book to clips of can- 
didates pontificating, Cosby aims 
to give readers the juicy bits and 
need-to-know details of the polit- 
ical world. “Just enough to get by 
at a cocktail party,” she says. The 
blog launched in mid-August, and 
by October she was getting thou- 
sands of hits per day. 

Cosby is one of many women who 
have networked their way to new 
careers and side-businesses by join- 
ing femme -powered groups. 

Ladies Who Launch is an inter- 
national business was started in 
2002 by Beth Schoenfeldt and 
Victoria Colligan, who had the 
vision of supporting female entre- 
preneurs through both online and 
in-person events. The company 
boasts 3,000 local members and 
45,000 online subscribers who log 
on to learn how to successfully navi- 
gate a start-up. It has a “Cashmere 
Mafia” type appeal, which draws 
many women in. “Their fliers were 
pink. It offered a very feminine pre- 
sentation of how to start a business, 
and that was attractive to me,” says 
Cosby. “I could meet with other girl- 
friends but talk business.” 

“We’re open to any woman who 
wants to launch anything,” says 
LWL CO -founder Beth Schoenfeldt. 
“We’re for the woman who wants 
to make decisions for herself and 
wants to make things work on her 
own terms.” 

Schoenfeldt claims that women 
are starting businesses at close to 
three times the rate of men. Sure, 


they’re interested in making money, 
but, she says, that’s not the driving 
force for most female entrepreneurs. 
“They’re motivated by lifestyle rea- 
sons, passion and fulfillment,” she 
says. “Women want to do something 
they love every day. They’ll take less 
money in exchange for freedom, cre- 
ativity and flexibility.” 

Many women have found that 
such networking groups are a great 
way to make new contacts and gen- 
erate referrals for their own busi- 
nesses. Ladies Who Launch’s “incu- 
bator” even lets women pitch their 
ideas for products or services at 
other members so they can dole 
out advice and feedback. Such 
input helps these wannabe entre- 
preneurs adjust their strategies 
and concepts before printing up 
their business cards and putting 
out “now open” signs. 

Cosby says this approach gave 
her confidence. “I felt much more 
comfortable doing what I planned 
to do. I went into it wanting to pres- 
ent politics in a feminine forum, and 
the feedback I got made me more 
comfortable. Other places made 
me feel like I was dumbing down 
a topic, which isn’t what I wanted 
to do at all.” 

Other girl-powered groups in 
the D.C. area offer more traditional 
meet-and-greet sessions. Capital 
Express Network (Capitalexpress 
snetwork.org), the local branch of 
the American Business Women’s 
Association, hosts regular gath- 
erings where members schmooze 
and share referrals, resources and 
ideas. Michelle Hughes, a 30 -year- 
old manager at a financial services 
company in Kensington, Md., is 


its president. 

“I’m looking for a good, strong 
network of professional people that 
can help me,” Hughes says. But the 
idea of an all-female group also 
appeals to her for a different rea- 
son: “Being in a career dominated 
by males, I wanted to find other 
women I could use as mentors.” 
Married and planning on having 
children, Hughes also hopes this 
circle of friends can help her find 
the balance she seeks. “I’m trying 
to learn from other working women 
how they can work and raise fami- 
lies. I’d like to learn how they can 
do it all.” 

CEN members gather month- 
ly — in this case, at 6:30 p.m. the 
first Thursday of the month at 
Tivoli Restaurant in Arlington. 
Over drinks and snacks, each per- 
son briefly introduces themselves 
and their business. A keynote speak- 
er addresses the group on topics 
ranging from health and wellness 
to communications, and then a fea- 
tured member takes a few minutes 
to explain her company in more 
detail in an effort to drum up new 
business. Hughes says their mission 
is straightforward: “Our objective 
is to provide a lot of earning and 
mentoring opportunities, so it’s 
personal and professional devel- 
opment at the same time.” 

In addition to learning and 
teaching, many networking groups 
focus on helping members grow 
their businesses. This can require 
bringing in a certain number of 
referrals for other members each 
month. Some clubs are stringent 
about attendance, requiring mem- 
bers to be present at weekly meet- 
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ings. That atmosphere didn’t appeal 
to 31 -year- old Meredith Maslich 
of Oakton, Va. She likes the more 
kicked-backfeelof the Springfield 
Business Women’s Network (Help 
@youralteregos.com), which meets 
at noon one Friday per month at 
J.W. and Friends Restaurant in 
Springfield. 

“It was better than other net- 
working groups that I’ve done 
because it’s less structured. To me, 
structure equals pressure,” she says. 
Maslich says in her group you can 
show up or not with no repercus- 
sions for missing meetings. She also 
doesn’t care for some networking 
groups’ expectations to hand over 
a certain number of referrals just 
to meet a quota. 

“I find the referrals I get in this 
group are much better — they turn 
into business more frequently,” says 
Maslich. “With no pressure to pass 
a referral, the ones you get are really 
good ones.” 

“Women do business through 
their relationships, which is why 
we’re a women -only group,” says 
Paula Adkins, who calls herself 
the “co- conspirator” behind the 
Springfield assembly that draws 
20 to 30 women each month who 
range from 20 -somethings to retir- 
ees. “Our name tags don’t even leave 
room for you to list your business 
name or profession. We want to 
know you as a woman before we 
determine whether we can use the 
service you provide.” 

“I have found that all women 
groups are more comfortable and 
generally more productive,” Maslich 
says. “I never thought I’d be a person 
to say that. I like that we’re allowed 
to be women, and that means we 
can bond over shoes as well as what 
we do for a living.”

It’s not so surprising that all- 
female forums work. Dr. Vicki 
Garlock, professor of psychology at 
Warren Wilson College in Asheville, 
N.C., says women inherently under- 
stand each other. “There’s an under- 
lying assumption that you already 
have things in common,” she says. 
“If you’re struggling with feelings 
of being in a ‘good ol’ boy’ network, 
there’s an assumption that [anoth- 
er woman] is struggling with that 
as well.” 

Garlock says women seek out 
others with whom they have things 
in common. “You can benefit from 
recognizing your similarities, but 
in the end, those are also the peo- 
ple you’re comparing yourself to. It 
makes you peers.” 

Cosby says women really deserve 
the opportunity to lean on and learn 
from each other. “Women do every- 
thing for everyone else. They put 
their dreams on hold, and they need 
to take the time to pursue what they 
want to do, even if it’s just five min- 
utes a day.” 

She says her experience with 
female networking taught her 
that even if you don’t have the 
means to start a business, “You 
don’t need them. There are virtu- 
al offices, blogs and a lot of free or 
inexpensive ways to get yourself out 
there.” She can’t quit being a legal 
eagle to do the blog full time yet, 
but she dreams of the day that her 
networking connections will lead 
her to a life that doesn’t include tri- 
als or traffic. 

“I totally plan to move some- 
where by the beach and never work 
again,” she says. “I don’t know if it 
will be PoliChicks Online that will 
take me there, but I’m definitely not 
going to spend the rest of my life 
working.” lynnthorne

Tire From 
ABizWiz 


A magazine mogul 
lets women in on 
how to excel on 
the job and in life 

By any standard, Cathie Black has 
achieved success. As president of 
Hearst Magazines, she oversees 
145 international editions of some 
of America’s best-known publica- 
tions. She helped launch O, the 
Oprah Magazine and CosmoGirl. 

The publishing honcho’s new 
book, “Basic Black: The Essential 
Guide for Getting Ahead at 
Work (and in Life),” ($25, Crown 
Business), is filled with advice and 
observations from decades of corpo- 
rate life. Black’s tips range from the 
conventional —“Don’t take no for 
an answer”— to the more unusual 
“Think of your boss as a small wood- 
land animal — make no startling 
moves or surprising gestures.” 

We chatted with this grad 
of D.C.’s Trinity University, who 
also made her mark here as 
president and publisher of USA 
Today and as president and CEO 
of the Newspaper Association of 
America. 

Why did you write this book? 

To be a one-on-one mentor with the 
reader — a coach that can be with 


you in a tote bag, on your desk or 
by your bedside. When I was start- 
ing out, it would have been great to 
have a guide that could give me the 
ground rules of getting ahead and 
help me figure out how to balance 
my career with the other parts of my 
life. My hope is that “Basic Black” 
can play a mentoring role. 

So, the book is aimed only at women? 
Any age range or career fields? 

I wrote this book for women just 
starting out in their careers as well 
as women who are a rung higher 
and worried that they’re going to 
stall there. I wrote it for women who 
have made it to the managerial level 
and are now breathing thinner air. 
And I wrote it for women who can 
see the brass ring and worry that 
the only barrier between them and 
it is themselves. 

You start the book by discussing a 
dumb mistake early in your career. 
Is highlighting your own mistakes 
or inabilities a good tactic to put 
others at ease, or does it come off 
as weak and “female”? 

Mistakes happen — the best thing 
you can do is manage the outcome 
and be sure to learn something. 
Someone once said you can make 
a big mistake or you can make a 
bad mistake — just don’t make a 
big, bad mistake. In the book, I talk 
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about missteps that I felt women 
could learn from. 

For example, when I started as 
president at USA Today, I assumed 
everyone on the business side of the 
paper would be working for me. On 
my first day, one of the sales guys 
told me he would not be reporting 
to me. It made no sense at the time, 
and I was angry. But I had not got- 
ten those details straightened out 
before I accepted the position, and 
that was my mistake. The lesson? 
Make sure you know all the facts 
before saying “yes” to the big title. 

You spent 13 years in Washington, 
a conservatively dressed city. If 
someone here went to an inter- 
view in “fashion-forward” attire 


— as you mentioned they do in 
New York — it would raise eye- 
brows. Advice? 

You never want to feel uncomfort- 
able or make anyone else uncom- 
fortable with your appearance. For 
the interview, I recommend erring 
on the side of conservative. Then pay 
close attention while you are in the 
offices of your potential employer: 
If the people working there seem to 
be dressed more casually, or fash- 
ion-forward, then it is probably OK 
for you to do the same. 

How should someone cultivate 
a mentor? Is your boss the best 
choice? 

A boss can certainly be a mentor — 
mine was. I encourage everyone to

seek out a mentor, but I don’t believe 
there needs to be a formal “men- 
toring” relationship, with weekly 
meetings or canned career advice. 
Ideally, it is more organic and sat- 
isfying. If you find someone you 
admire, cultivate the relationship 
by asking for that person’s honest 
advice and guidance. Hopefully, you 
will have found a friend who will be 
rooting for you as you move up. 

Suppose you work in a dictatorship, 
where it’s arbitrary who’s valued and 
who’s not. Any way to get the boss’ 
attention without ticking him off? 

Do whatever you can to make your 
boss look good. Make sure you are 
prepared with answers for any ques- 
tions she may have, and never sur- 


prise her. Give both good and bad 
news in a timely manner, and when- 
ever you have a problem, try to sug- 
gest a solution. Your boss has a boss 
too, and helping her manage that 
relationship by being reliable and 
dependable will get you noticed. 

It sounds counterintuitive to 
“seed a meeting,” as you suggest, 
by getting “buy-in” or support from 
attendees ahead of time instead of 
presenting your ideas at the gath- 
ering. Are meetings not the place 
for new ideas? 

I learned my lesson about getting 
buy-in in advance at my first board 
meeting for New York magazine. I 
was publisher at the time and very 
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comfortable being in “selling mode.” 
When I got into the room, I started 
pitching like crazy. A colleague later 
told me that is not how things get 
done in board meetings. 

His criticism stung at the time, 
but I realized he was right: the con- 
cept of getting buy-in in advance is 
all part of the idea that to be suc- 
cessful, you need to be very, very 
well prepared. Knowing that you 
have colleagues on your side in 
advance minimizes surprises 
later on. 


Many of your suggestions for busi- 
ness — don’t hold grudges, forgive 
yourself and others, learn from mis- 
takes — could apply to personal life 
as well. Do the two go together? 
Yes, these tips and lessons are not 
just for your life at work. It is all part 
of living a 360 -degree life — fulfrll- 
ment in all areas. 

You’ve mentioned something called 
“the 360-degree life.” Is that a 21st- 
century version of “having it all”? 

“Having it all” is a phrase that was 
coined to denote one kind of life: a 
woman juggling a career and chil- 
dren at the same time. I believe 


that women today have varied 
priorities and, luckily, the flex- 
ibility to do things in stages. That 
is why the phrase used by Oprah 
Winfrey really says it best — “Live 
your best life” — and there are all 
kinds of ways to do that. 

If your choice is to have a career 
and children at the same time, fig- 
ure out the best way to make it work 
for you: Find a caregiver that you 
trust implicitly so that you can go 
to your office every day knowing 
your kids are in good hands, then 
carve out undisturbed time on the 
weekends and after work to be 
with them. 


Maybe you prefer to take a hia- 
tus from your career and raise chil- 
dren. Make that your priority, and 
when the kids have grown, think 
about how to live your best life at 
that point, and if that means return- 
ing to work, do it! 

There are so many options today 
that didn’t exist when the term “hav- 
ing it all” was first introduced. Take 
advantage of them, and live the life 
that works for you. 

Overall, though, the book’s advice 
seems geared more toward the driven 
business side, the numbers-crunch- 
ingside. How can people in the more 


creative or people-oriented jobs use 
your experience as a guide? 

The book is not at all geared to num- 
bers crunching. My entire career 
has been surrounded by creative 
people. Anyone working inside or 
outside the home can benefit from 
practical, humorous, honest tips 
and strategies about how to make 
the most out of your workday and 
your life outside the office. Work 
is not enough: The only way to be 
fulfilled is by living a 360 -degree 
life, with a rich existence outside of 
the office. That applies to women 
— and men — at all levels of their

Life in Greener Pastures 


A onetime court 
commissioner 
turns over a new 
leaf as a gardener 

“Dad and I had our father- daugh- 
ter bonding days of leaf-raking and 
grass -mowing,” says Sandy Farber, 
a cooperative -extension agent and 
master-gardener coordinator at 
the University of the District of 
Columbia. As a teen, “I trimmed 
the shrubs until the day the elec- 
tric trimmer hit a hornet’s nest. I 
got stung five times.” 

Not a bright beginning to a 
career in horticulture. Maybe that’s 
why she took another tack first. 

Farber, a Montgomery County 
native, studied journalism and 
criminology at the University of 
Maryland. After two internships 
with the state’s attorney’s office, a 
colleague suggested she go to work 


for the magistrate. 

“At 23, I was the youngest 
appointed district court com- 
missioner in Maryland,’ 
she says. For 11 years, it 
was a “Law & Order” 
existence: An “essen- 
tial employee,” Farber 
issued arrest war- 
rants, determined 
bond, testified at hear- 
ings, and arraigned infamous 
murderer Hayden Clark. 

Planning to move into federal 
law enforcement, she passed the 
CIA entrance exam and was going 
for her polygraph tests when the 
agency imposed a hiring freeze. 

Now what? “I knew a guy with 
beautiful houseplants,” she says. “He 
had a bachelor’s and a master’s in 
agriculture and had worked in a 
nursery. That’s then the light went 
on for me.” 

Farber got a job at Behnke’s 
Nurseries Company, then at Smith 


& Hawken garden boutique in 
Georgetown. She heard about 
George Washington University’s 
landscape-design courses 
and enrolled in 1999; 
certificates in land- 
scape design and sus- 
tainable landscapes 
are offered in down- 
town D.C., Ashburn, 
and Alexandria (202- 
973-1130; Nearyou.gwu.edu/ 
landscape). 

“The best part was that classes 
were held outside,” she says. “We’d 
go over trees, shrubs, vines and 
learn their needs, diseases, pests, 
irrigation and cultivation.” Working 
full-time as well, she finished the 
certificate in 2002. 

During those studies, Farber 
took a quarter off to pursue a relat- 
ed course: becoming a master gar- 
dener. (Master gardeners pitch in 
to beautify communities and teach 
others about the basics of horticul- 


ture.) UDC, the District’s land-grant 
university, offers this horticultur- 
al training in the dormant season. 
For certification, students take eight 
weeks of training, pass an exam and 
donate 50 hours of volunteer work. 
Farber did hers at the Washington 
Youth Garden at the U.S. National 
Arboretum. That certification, plus 
the GWU course work, helped her 
land her current job as an environ- 
mental and natural-resources exten- 
sion agent. 

Paid by the city (depending on 
education, experience, achievements 
and workload, cooperative -exten- 
sion agents earn between $38,000 
and about $90,000 per year) Farber 
does site visits to advise District 
residents on yards, gardens and 
trees. She identifies weeds, solves 
turf problems, speaks to civic and 
school groups, and helps with com- 
munity projects, at least one per 
ward, such as a Sept. 11 memorial 
garden at Leckie Elementary School 



in Southwest. 

She has trained about 240 adult 
master gardeners, who have given 
thousands of hours of volunteer 
service to the city. She also creat- 
ed and teaches the junior master- 
gardener program for grades three

through eight. 

“I like the variety of people and 
plants,” she says. “I serve all socio- 
economic groups, all education lev- 
els. Maybe I’ll win the lottery and 
start a garden-related nonprofit 
for kids.” 

In a way, she’s already done 
both. Partly for reinvigorating 
D.C.’s master-gardener program 
and leading innovative projects 
around the city, Farber won a 
2006 Cafritz Foundation Award 
for Distinguished D.C. Government 
Employees, which came with a 
$7,500 check. 

Most of the questions she gets 
from clients are about trees and turf, 
so her next goal is to become a cer- 
tified arborist. Meanwhile, Farber 
has begun classes in entomology 
— the science of insects — at the 
University of Maryland College of 
Agriculture & Natural Resources 
(Agnr.umd.edu). 

“Going back to school at any age 
lets you keep growing and learning 
and keeps your mind sharp,” says 
Farber, 43. “Sometimes people get in 
a rut at work because they’re scared 
or don’t want to cut back financially. 
I tell students to put money away 
and get out of debt; that way, they 
can go back to school when they 
want a change.” 

The main connection between 
Farber’s two careers is public ser- 
vice, but the differences stand out. 
Recently, she was meeting with kids 
at Oak Hill, the District’s youth 
detention center. One question was 
whether she felt intimidated about 
being in a jail. “Nah,” she said later, 
“I’ve worked in jails. Being outdoors 
with your hands in the dirt is 100 
percent opposite. And plants don’t 
talk back to you.” ellen ryan

Do-good careers 
can be hard to get 
into, but rewards 
and trips are great 

Armed with a Georgetown 
University diploma, Beth Hanley 
embarked in her 20s on a path 
hoping to become a professional 
world- saver. First, she worked at 
nonprofit Bread for the World. 
Then she taught middle school 
English in central Africa with the 
Peace Corps. Finally, to certify her 
idealism, she graduated last spring 
with a master’s degree in interna- 
tional relations from Johns Hopkins 
University. 

But now the 29 -year-old faces 
a predicament shared by many 
young strivers in Washington’s 
public interest field. After years of 
amassing so many achievements, 
they struggle to find full-time 
employment with decent pay and 
realize they might not get exactly 
what they set out for. Hanley, a think 
tank temp who dreams of aiding the 
impoverished and reducing gender 
discrimination in developing coun- 
tries, is stuck. 


“I knew this would be difficult,” 
said Hanley, an Illinois native who 
lives in Adams Morgan. “A lot of 
people say. At some point, you’re 
going to have to decide to explore 
other options,’ and I guess I would 
start applying for jobs in other 
fields I don’t care so much about. 
But I haven’t gotten at all to that 
point.” 

Numerous young Washing- 
tonian bemoan the improvisation- 
al and protracted career track of 
the area’s public interest profession. 
They say the high competition for 
comparatively low-paying jobs saps 
their sense of adulthood, forcing 
them to spend their 20s or early 
30s moving from college to work to 
graduate school and back to work 
that might be temporary. 

These wannabe world- changers 
— ubiquitous in Washington, New 
York and San Francisco — appear 
to be part of a larger demograph- 
ic trend in which this age group is 
pushing off marriage and kids. The 
do-gooders’ wanderings often clash 
with the expectations of parents 
who want them to stay longer in 
jobs and settle down. 

“The public interest sector is a 
poorly funded one, and its organi- 


zations cannot afford to pay highly 
educated young people anything like 
what they would command on the 
open market. That makes it difficult 
for these young adults in their 20s 
to contemplate long careers,” said 
William Galston of the Brookings 
Institution, author of “The Changing 
20s,” a study published last month. 
“But that doesn’t mean they’re will- 
ing to forgo the opportunity to work 
there.” 

Many globally minded people 
choose to work for nongovernmental 
organizations, or NGOs, that advo- 
cate certain causes. Others opt for 
higher pay at the State Department, 
the World Bank, financial firms or 
consulting companies that special- 
ize in emerging markets and inter- 
national development. But getting 
any of these jobs, especially those 
based overseas, is tough. 

Those who select the NGO route 
say they have it the hardest. 

Valerie Schaeublin, 28, a pro- 
gram officer specializing in inter- 
national affairs for a Washington 
nonprofit, was fortunate to begin 
her career at one organization and 
stay there for five years. Now, she 
is restless and fears that her NGO 
has limited upward mobility. But 
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she also worries whether her ambi- 
tion has atrophied. 

“It’s a stagnant time. It’s con- 
fused by the fact that I am happy, 
but I know I need to move on to 
something else,” said Schaeublin, 
who coordinates State Department- 
sponsored trips by foreign leaders 
to the United States. “Maybe you 
forgo the next step because you’re 
comfortable. But responsibilities 
are weighing in on you. You’re not 
22 anymore.” 

Even though premium NGO jobs 
have always been relatively scarce, 
more people seem to be angling for 
that world. The number of interna- 
tional affairs grad school applicants 
to Georgetown, Johns Hopkins and 
George Washington universities 
rose 63 percent in the five years 
after the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks compared with the total

from the previous five years, data 
from the schools show. Enrollment 
in the programs increased more 
than 30 percent in the five years 
after the attacks, and the percentage 
of applicants admitted declined. 

Those who graduate from the 
prestigious schools often start with 
a salary comparable to the annual 
tuition. At GWU’s Elliott School of 
International Affairs, where tuition 
exceeds $40,000 per year, gradu- 
ates who pursued nonprofit work 
found a market in which the aver- 
age salary ranged from $38,000 to 
$48,000, according to the program’s 
2005-06 employment report. 

Dina Khanat, 26, in her second 
and final year at the Elliott School, 
said she is grateful for her job but at 
the same time feels stalled. 

“I feel like I am doing so bad. 
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Do-Gooders 
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I think about this all the time. I 
graduated at 21 a year early with 
a double major. Now I am going to 
graduate with a master’s when I am 
27” said Khanat, who just got a job 
as a program assistant at an NGO 
that promotes democracy. “But I 
really feel like, by 27, I expect to 
be two or three years into work. 
You’re supposed to have a career. 
I don’t feel settled.” 

Of thousands of NGOs in the 
region, many focus on such issues 
as children’s health or farmer edu- 
cation in developing countries. But 
the supply of jobs is limited because 
the organizations have lean bud- 
gets built from government funding 
and private donations, said Barbara 
Wallace, vice president for member- 


ship and standards at InterAction, 
an NGO umbrella group. 

Chief executives for NGOs, 
Wallace said, have told her: “Well, 
yeah, if we had the money, we’d be 
doing more. We can never hire as 
many as we want to hire.” Wallace 
said her organization drew more 
than 100 applicants for a policy 
associate position. “The industry 
really needs to look at how to pro- 
vide more avenues for young, edu- 
cated people,” she said. 

Grad school officials say the issue 
surfaces constantly. 

“We spend a lot of time here on 
goals clarification,” said Martin 
Tillman, associate director of career 
services at the School of Advanced 
International Studies at Johns 
Hopkins. “Students come into my 
office and think, 1 am a smart kid; 
I got into a great graduate school. 


I had wonderful grades in college. 
It should be a piece of cake to iden- 
tify a position for myself’ One has 
to clarify that — and one has to be

clear about the range of salary.” 

Young people maneuvering with- 
in the NGO landscape say an odd 
feeling settles in by the time they 
are ready to start a job: They feel 
“old,” but they don’t truly feel like 
adults because they earn modest 
salaries and have limited respon- 
sibilities. Galston’s study reported 


that about 30 percent of those in 
their late 20s and early 30s had 
mixed views on whether they had 
reached adulthood. 

One night last month, Hanley had 
beers at the Topaz Hotel in Dupont 
Circle with a friend who had also 
just earned an international affairs 
degree and was job hunting. 

“I have friends who did invest- 
ment banking,” Hanley said. “They

As she continues temping, Hanley 
scours e-mail forums for job pos- 
sibilities and sets up interviews — 
some real, some informational. 

One evening, she stumbled upon 
an intriguing posting. The Open 
Society Institute was advertising 
a “mid-level” position to develop 
strategies and identify priorities 
for its mission in Africa. 

“They want someone with a 
law degree, but they will consider 
advanced degrees in a related field,” 
she said, head nodding, hopefully.

Older workers are 
staying on the job 
longer and getting 
more satisfaction 

It was 77 degrees outside. Not a cloud 
in the sky. Just the sort of weekday 
that 65-year-old nurse Ho-Mei Chen 
once imagined she’d be spending in 
the park with her grandchildren. 
Or on which 68 -year- old hospital 
administrator Marie Warren once 
pictured herself tending to her 
begonias. Or on which 68 -year- 
old medical staff services director 
Joan Morton might have gone out 
for lunch with friends. 

Instead, all three women were 
at work inside Holy Cross Hospital 
in Silver Spring, among the nearly 
one in three Washington- area resi- 
dents 65 to 74 who are postponing 
retirement beyond the age at which 
most Americans used to consider 
it a right. 

“There are mornings when I 
wake up and think. It would be nice 
to call in sick,”’ Morton said. “But 
when I turned 65, 1 wasn’t ready to 
retire. Plus, I wanted to get myself 
in a financially stable place.” 

The trend is national: From 
2000 to 2006, the proportion of 
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
